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HE extream Confuſion and Diſtreſs that the 
Seditious Sermons of Dr. Chriſtian Krumbholtz 
brought on the City of Hamburgh, the Effects 
of which ſtill remain, and the uncontrollable 
Power he uſurp'd over the Populzce, by theſe 
Means, having made ſo great a Noiſe in the 
World, has caus'd an earneſt Enquiry of the 
Curious in all Europe, to know the Particu-

Temper and Inclination to excite Inſurrections, Rebellions, and 
Tumults at Presburg, the Capital City of the County of Pre 
in Upper-Hungary, according to the moſt gracious Imperial () 
Reſcript, hath for ſeveral Years paſt neglected his Oath and Du- 
ty, his Miniſterial Function committed to him by Virtue of the 
Laws, and the Obedience he ſwore ro pay to our moſt Reverend 
Clergy ; and foregoing his Loyalty to the Magiſtrates plac'd over 
him by God, hath preſumptuouſly intermedled with State Affairs,. 
contrary to his Profeſſion, in order to ſubvert the Government 
and Conſtitutions of this our laudable City. He hath preſum'd 
upon his own Authority ro give hangs in Publick and Civil

Pulpit not for propagating the holy Word of God, and promo- 
ring the Obedience and Reſpect due to our wiſe Governors, as 
well as to the reverend Clergy, from every Subject and Auditor; 
but for the Diſturbance of this City, the Defamation of the Ma- 
giſtrate, the throwing Contempt on the Clergy, the diſgracing 
our Corporations, and many honeſt and loyal Citizens, and for 
the raiſing Tumults, to the irreparable Damage of our dear City:
